‘Aasansination in China, seems to be caufiued 
to secret aocieties, or to Vands uf men com- 
bined for the purpose of conducting some ille- 
gal euterprise—in {ect ossngsinntion .is the 
rrincipal weapon which such socicties rely on 
te their existence. | Tle drend of this, not 
only. binds the members to secrecy, ‘but deters 
those whn may be igjured by the action of a 
neerat society from deporting to tha legal tri 
bbnnals, oF froth adopting measures of retsli 
tion, 

‘But it would appest that the Chinese mode 
of carrying ous their. pluus of assassination is 
peculiarly ubaracteristic of their fhatidnal {ail- 
ings, displaying all that conning. firecity, ab- 
ject cowardice, and stern futalism wh 
signelly distinguish them. ‘Thus, when it bas 
teen decided hy a secret society to agsnssitiate 
either one of its ménibers who may have play- 
ed false, or some other’ individual who muy 
have rendered himself obnoxivus, the svassin 
jg not-ciosen by lot from aronget the ranks 
‘of tha conclave, nor does it ever liappen that 
any. member thereof is suficiently - imbued
